806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate products are deemed to be useful as 
an optical modulator (Group I), an optical detector (Group III), and a dispersion 
compensator (Group IV), and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct since there 
is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Should applicant traverse 
on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should submit 
evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious 
variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
